The subject matter of claim 1 and 2 does not appear to involve an 
inventive step in view of the document 1 cited in the ISR. 

Dl discloses the audit system which monitors the external environment 
(statutes, government orders, agreements, regulations and the like) for 
alternation. The system reflects the alternation to corresponding audit 
"regulation" (or creates new regulation) . Since Dl discloses the audit 
system through the computer network, it is obvious to the person skilled 
in the art that the external environment includes external database 
systems . 

Although Dl does not disclose the technical feature of deletion, it 
would be easily conceived by the person skilled in the art.

1. (Amended) An apparatus for supporting revision of a checklist for 
checking soundness of a company in accordance with revision of the laws and 
5 ordinances, the apparatus comprising: 

a first database of a checklist containing check items for checking

responsive to receipt of said revision information, determine whether 
the revision relate to the laws/ordinances stored in said second database;

delete from the checklist in said first database the name of the provision of 
the laws/ordinances identified by the revision information and delete 
relevant check item; 

if the determination is positive and the revision relates to addition,
